Freaks of the Type.

Whoever has visited a printing- 
office, and noted the almost count¬ 
less numbers of metallic pieces 
daily handled by the compositor, 
cannot wonder that typographical 
errors now and then occur; neith¬ 
er must he deem it remarkable 
that they are so few. 

Such errors may be caused by 
the use of wrong letters, the chang¬ 
ing of a word, the omission of punct¬ 
uation marks, and in various other 
ways. 

The result is generally amusing 
to the reader, though frequently 
calculated to evoke forcible rather 
than elegant language from the 
au thor of the article in which they 
appear. 

His indignation will be some¬ 
what mollified, however, if he 
stops to consider that they may be 
due to the fact that his chirogra- 
phy is not much more readily de¬ 
cipherable than hieroglyphics— 
not to the “blundering stupidity” 
of the compositor. 

In the description of a new and 
magnificent steamboat, this state¬ 
ment occurred, “She had twenty 
births in the ladies’ cabin.”

“Her chest tones are full and 
prominent,” wrote a critic, concern¬ 
ing a celebrated eantatrice. The 
compositor and proof-reader were 
not versed in musical nomencla¬ 
ture, and the unfortunate outcome 
of their ignorance in this direction 
was, ‘.‘Her breast bones are full and 
prominent. 

Of a new minister, whose favor 
he desired to secure to himself, an 
editor said, “He is a most venera¬ 
ble sample of antiquity.” To his 
consternation, in print it read, “He 
is a most venerable sample of in¬ 
iquity .” 

One line of a poem, dedicated to 
its author’s lady, was, “I kissed 
her under the stars.” His feelings 
can better be imagined than de 
scribed, when lie saw it transform¬ 
ed into, “I kicked her under the 
stairs .” 

Another poet intended to say, 
“See the pale martyr in a sheet of 
fire I” The types made him say, 
“See the pale martyr in a shirt on 
fire 1” 

“I offer my most respectful 
shanks to all who have honored me 
with their patronage,” read a dan¬ 
cing master’s “card to the public.” 

“May they always live in peace 
and harmony,” is the way in which 
a marriage notice should have con¬ 
cluded. The happy couple must 
have felt decidedly uncomfortable 
when they saw, “Alay they always 
live on peas and hominy ”, in the 
announcement of their nuptials. 

Noticing the applause elicited by 
the remarks of a speaker at a po¬ 
litical meeting in “England, a par¬ 
ty organ said, “The air was rent 
with the snouts of three thousand 
people.” 

A Philadelphia paper, several 
years ago, wished to announce that 

“Horn Air.- will address the 

masses at National Hall, this eve¬ 
ning.” From the misplacement of 

a space, it read, “Hon. Air.-will 

address them asses," etc. 

The conductor of a religious pa¬ 
per was vexed because, when he 
quoted the line, “Love lies bleed¬ 
ing,” it appeared, “Maw rice pud¬ 
ding.” 

Advertisements furnish many 
ludicrous mistakes. A prominent 
mercantile house in New York de¬ 
sired to bring to the knowledge of 
the public the fact that it had for 
sale a large quantity of br^ss hop¬ 
pers—such as are used m coffee 
mills. “Brass hoppers” was print¬ 
ed, “grass hoppers .” 

“Old hats made new, while you 
wait for. twenty-five cents,” was 
the advertisement of a repairer of 
gentlemen’s head-gear; and he was 
greatly surprised when one of his 
patrons, on receiving a hat which 
had been “made new”, said, “I am 
in somewhat of a hurry, and will 
take the quarter now, if you 
please I” 

But- an explanation followed 
and^jhe “ad” was properly punc 
tuated before it again appeared.

She is only more agreeable to 
the eye when making tea in the draw¬ 
ing-room in the picturesque neglige ap¬ 
propriate to theoccasion, surrounded by 
Whatever heightens beauty, with her 
guests arrayed for the love path in all 
their flowers and- feathers, with the 
murmur about her of the soft frou-frou, 
of the sweet voices whose inflections 
say more than words in the dialogue as 
bright as “Dolly’s.” Sitting by the table 
that, not to give the room too much the 
look of a restaurant, has been made 
fantastic in shape or has been remanded 
to a corner, unless the butler himself 
brings in a big tray with all the para¬ 
phernalia, she lights her' little lamp, 
lifts the cover from the biscuit jar, a 
witch never more bewitching than when 
she makes her brew.

* FARM WORK. 

Protecting Trees Prom Mice—Repair¬ 
ing Barns, Etc.—Patting Tip Pork. 

Some time in November before the 
ground freezes solid all fruit trees, and 
especially those that are young', should 
be closely banked up with earth, free 
sod or stone, and so closely packed that- 
no interstices will be found next to the 
tree. The mound should be made a foot 
or more high. Mioe will not olimb such 
a mound because their enemies—cats, 
owls and other night prowlers—are then 
on the hunt for them. Apple tree bark 
is an especial favorite of mice, but when 
pinched by hunger, as they often are 
when snow is on the ground, they will 
eat anything. Sometimes, when Eod 
ground in orchards is plowed in the 
fall, mice will burrow under the sod 
and come up beneath. It is almost im¬ 
possible to keep trees from injury where 
Eod has been plowed around them in the 
fall. Even spring plowed sod is usually 
more or less burrowed by mioe, which 
get under hills of corn or potatoes and 
injure them. This is one of the reasons 
for fall plowing sod ground for corn or 
potatoes, but it should not be done in 
orobards of young trees. 

Before the end of November all the 
crannies in the walls of buildings or in 
the siding, which the weather has 
made during the year, should be filled. 
All old buildings become very cold by 
the dropping out of mortar used to put 
up the walls. For this a day’s work 
with a barrel of mortar and a trowel 
will do wonders. If knotholes appear 
in boards, nail a strip of board over 
them. 

If a man has no basement to his barn, 
or even no barn, he may keep his stock 
almost as comfortably as in a basement 
by making a shed and piling, against it 
all around a lot of rails, filling the 
space between the rails and the siding 
with straw or with hay that is damaged 
so that it is no better than straw. If 
the stock is kept warm by such use of 
provender, it will do the animal more 
good than to consume it as food. It is 
really used as warmth either way, as 
digestion of food warms the body, and 
the more chill there is to the outside 
the greater is the diversion of this in¬ 
ternal carbon to furnish heat, when, if 
the animal were kept warm, the food 
would be changed to flesh or fats. To 
the foregoing timely suggestions The 
American Cultivator adds an expression 
of opinion in regard to putting up pork, 
aB follows: 

Hogs killed this month, after the 
weather is cooled so that the dead hog 
will cool during the night, will keep 
better than those killed later, when the 
whole hog will be frozen through. All 
that is needed is to get the animal heat 
out of the body, so that the tempera¬ 
ture will be that of the surrounding 
air. Pork cannot keep well in hot 
weather when put in the barrel with 
ribs attached. There is some air around 
the bones, and as this is the part that 
taints easiest it soon extends to the 
rest. Beef is much harder to keep in 
barrel than pork, because it has more 
lean meat and also more 'bone than 
pork. It is almost impossible to keep 
pork well in a barrel that has once held 
beef, but beef may be put in old pork 
barrels after they are scalded out and 
will keep as well as it would in an en¬ 
tirely new barrel. 

Superiority of Beans on Olti Ground. 

In some notes upon bean tubercles, 
Professor B. D. Halstead places the 
seventh successive crop of one plot in 
comparison with the first crop of another 
plot of the same kind of soil and with 
everything in common in manuring, 
seeding, culture, etc., except the single 
feature of the number of previous crops.

It will be seen from the above that 
the crop was far superior, nearly one- 
balf as large again, upon the old plot, 
and the inference to be drawn from 
this is that beans do not, by continuous 
cropping, render the soil in any way 
unfavorable for the growth of beans, at 
least not within four years under the- 
conditions of this experiment. The root 
system of the plants growing upon the 
old ground invariably had their roots 
more or less abundantly supplied with 
the tubercles, except in one small area. 
These tubercles are usually spherical, 
varying in size from mere specks to 
those of a quarter of an inch in diame¬ 
ter. 

Tjho Queer Will of a Famous Dufccli Smokor 
Who Died at Ninety-Eight. ” . 

In its discussion of the question 
whether it is injurious to smoke to¬ 
bacco, the Cleveland Plain Dealer re¬ 
calls the history of Mynheer Yan Hlaes, 
a famous old merchant in Holland, who 
was such an inveterate smoker that he 
was nicknamed “Pop Big-Pipe.” He 
made a large fortune in the India trade, 
and built 'a mansion near Rotterdam, in 
which he collected every imaginable' 
kind of pipe. It was said that he 
smoked one hundred and fifty grammes 
of tobacco every day, and died at the 
age of ninety-eight years. In making 
his will, after bequeathing to his rela¬ 
tives, friends and charities a large pro¬ 
portion of his estate, he added the fol¬ 
lowing clause: 

“I wish every smoker in the kingdom 
to he invited to my funeral in every 
way possible, by letter, circular and 
advertisement. Every smoker who 
takes advantage of the invitation shall 
receive as a present ten pounds of 'to- - 
baceo and two pipes on which shall be 
engraved my name, my crest, and the 
date of my birth. The poor of the 
neighborhood who accompany my bier 
shall receive every year on the anniver¬ 
sary of my death a large package of to¬ 
bacco. I make the condition that all 
those who assist at my funeral, if they 
wish to partake of the benefits of my 
will, must smoke without interruption 
during the entire ceremony- My body 
shall he placed in a coffin lined through¬ 
out with the wood of my old Havana 
cigar boxes. At the foot of the coffin 
shall be placed a box of the French to¬ 
bacco called ‘CaporaP and a package of 
our old Dutch tobacco. At my side 
place my favorite pipe .and a box of 
matches, for one never knows what 
may happen. When the bier rests in 
the vault all the persons in the funeral 
procession are requested to cast upon-it 
the'ashes of their pipes as they pass it 
on their departure from the grounds.” 

It is said that Van Hlaes, on the day 
that he made this eccentric will, sum¬ 
moned a notary, who was also a notable 
smoker, and said to him: “Fill my pipe 
and yours. I am going to die.'” He 
then dictated the will and died.
